Scandal Resulting 
From Impare Speech 


N “A Modern Messenger of 

Purity,” Father Alber Dolan, the 
famous Carmelite preacher who did 
so much to propagate devotion to 
the Little Flower, lays down the 
following considerations on scandal 
that may come from impure 
speech: 

“As for telling immodest stories, 
there is a rule, namely, never re- 
peat them. Why? There are many 
solid reasons, some more important 
than others. I shall give the weak- 
est first and the strongest last. 


“(a) These conversations infal- 
libly coarsen one, at least a little. 

“(b) You may scandalize non- 
Catholics. They do not know that 
your behavior is better than your 
talk and they say: ‘That man is a 
Catholic and he goes to confession 
and yet he tells stories like that. 
If he’s not a hypocrite, Catholics 
must be a pretty lax lot.’ Isn't 
that enough to induce any loyal 
Catholic to resolve to have done 
once and for all with these stories? 
Don’t let anyone leave your com- 
pany thinking more cheaply of 
Catholics. 

“(c) You may cause others to 
sin. Others may be far more in- 
flammable than you are. In your 
audience may be a man who is 
finding self-control very difficult or 
who is trying to reform. Your 
story may upset things, especially 
if you are a person of any impor- 
tance, and particularly if you are 
a Catholic of some prominence in 
Catholic activities. What you say 
may not matter to you, but may be 
just what is needed to make it im-

Then, gradually impress 
upon your child how much the 
Blessed Mother loved this beautiful 
Boy, Who was not only her baby 
but also her God, and yours, and 
that He belongs to your little girl] 
too, and to all the world.

WHAT PRICE RECOGNITION! 


Never were anti-religious forces so active in various 
European countries as they are to-day, and the reason is 
not far to seek. When people are unemployed and have 
little to think about except their troubles, they are in a 
mood to listen to both the political and irreligious agita- 
tors, and the latter avail themselves of the special oppor- 
tunity. Today England is feeling what newspapers re- 
present. as the “first movement in a determined Soviet 
attack on religion.” This attack was launched simultan- 
eously in London, Manchester, Stockport, and Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. The aims and objects of the onslaught 
on religion have been clearly stated and England is 
threatened, according to an English writer, with a reign 
of terror and persecution. 

In the CATHOLIC TIMES of London, G. M. Godden 
recently contributed an article in which he outlined the 
progress which the British Militant Atheistic League had 
*='veady achieved since its inception only a few weeks 
previously. 

This is the principle object which should be raised 
against the recognition of Russia by the United States 
Government. Those members of Congress who recom- 
mend the recognition of the union of Soviet Republics 
think only of the benefit of commercial relations with 
Russia. It is not likely that they have any sympathy 
at all with Russia’s anti-religious program, but on the 
principle that a Christian Governijent should not coun- 
tenance irreligion and aggressive atheism, our Govern- 
ment should be extremely cautious. Interior disorder is 
far worse an evil than the loss of money through the 
ailenation of business. 

Apropos of the above the Reverend Francis Wood- 
lock, 8. J., of Liverpool, England, is of the opinion that 
in another generation there will be only two religious 
forces at work in England, namely, the Catholic Church 
as we have it to-day, and a re-united Protestant Church, 
and they both will be competing to win back the pagan- 
ized souls of that country. 

While Father Woodlock sees a steady drift from 
organized religion in England he sees also a closer co- 
operation between the Anglican and Nonconformist 
religions, by which latter name are meant all other 
Protestant bodies.

Was Zangara, who attempt- 
ed to assassinate President 
Roosevelt, a Catholic? 


No, he was not. Claiming to 
have been born in Italy, he 
may have been baptized, but, 
according to his own  state- 
‘ment, he had no connection 
with any church. From. the 
MIAMI HERALD, February 
16th, 1933, the day after the 
attempted assassination, we 
quote: “The gunman related 
that he was born in Italy, and 
that he came to this country 
in 1923. He insisted he had no 
religion; that he did not be- 
lieve in God; that he was not 
a member of any political 
party or group.” 

As we have often pointed 

out, atheism creates in men 
not only an anti-Christian at- 
titude, but an anti-Govern- 
ment attitude, and engenders 
a most unhealthy philosophy 
of life. The land in which 
atheists are bred officially is a 
land from which anti-Govern- 
ment revolutions throughout 
the world are planned and de- 
vised. 
' While commenting on the 
relationship between atheism 
and persecution, it might not 
be out of place to state that 
deep-seated religious prejudice 
also leads to fanatical acts of 
violence. We had an instance 
during the International Eu- 
charistic Congress in Ireland 
when the bigoted Orangemen 
and their victims in the six 
Ulster counties committed 
outrages which aroused the 
indignation even of many Pro- 
testant editors. But as late as 
last month we read of Orange- 
men, with blackened faces and 
other disguises “dragging 
Catholics from their beds in 
the dead of night, batting 
them with revolver butts and 
sticks, and threatening them 
with death for no reason, dis- 
closed at least, other than that 
they were Catholics.” The re- 
port continues: “Shots were 
fired through windows at 
Catholic women and children, 
peacefully seated at their fire- 
side; houses were wrecked 
and burned and farm imple- 
ments and other property 
wantonly destroyed.” 


If there were no other argu- 
ment for the truth of Catho- 
licity we would have proof 
sufficient to convince the fair- 
minded person in the perse- 
cuting and uncalled for hos- 
tility of this character. Truth 
would never so offend against 
charity and brotherly love, 


: but error is always aggressive | x 
and violent. The more one de-! 


parts from truth in the direc- 
tion of atheism, the more the 
equilibrium of the mind is 
disturbed. 

Wul you please give me an 
explanation of Churching and 
tell what benefits are to be de- 
rived from the ceremony? 

Churching is a_ blessing 
given to a mother after recov- 
ery from childbirth. Only a 
Catholic woman who has giv- 
en birth to a child in legiti- 
mate wedlock, provided she 
has not had it baptized out- 
side the Catholic Church, is 
entitled to the blessing. 
Churching is not a precept of 
the Church, but it is a pious 
custom which dates from the 
early Christian ages. St. 
Charles Borromeo in the First 
Council of Milan said that it 
was a praiseworthy custom 
for a mother to present her- 
self to the Church as soon as 
she is able to leave the house 
to render thanks to God for 
her happy delivery, and to 
obtain by means of the bles- 
sing the grace to bring the 
child up ima truly Christian 
manner. The prayers indicate 
that this blessing is intended 
solely for the benefit of the 
mother, and hence it is not 
necessary to take the child to 
church at the time of the 
Churching. Nevertheless, in 
many places the child is taken 
with the mother and is at the 
same time dedicated to God. 

Is it possible for a person 
who was formerly an’ enemy 
of the Catholic Church and 
who had renounced it and its 
teachings to join a religious 
order or 
priest ? 

Yes, it is possible for such 
a person to enter the religious 
life. We have as a splendid 
example of this fact no less a 
saint than St Paul the Apos- 
tle. Before his conversion, 
St. Paul, then known as Saul. 
was one of the persecutors of 
the Christians, but he later 
became one of the most zeal- 
ous of apostles and was re- 
sponsible for the conversion 
of many, many people to 
Christianity. Of course, for 
such a person to join the 
workers for Christ he would 
have to prove that he was sor- 
ry for his past sins and make 


known his sincerity in wish.’

long ago to write to her mother I 
was very glad to get the opportun- 
ity, because I have wanted to con- 
gratulate you on the great privi- 
lege God has seen good to bestow 
on your family as to call your 
daughter to His own service.

Her matur- 
ity of thought made it possible to 
get to fundamentals quickly, yet 
of course no decision was reached 
then. Since then she has by calm 
thought and reasoning, by humble 
prayer and the use of the Sacra- 
‘ments, sought to know God’s Holy 
Will in the matter. God has won- 
derfully enlightened her, as He does 
all those who seek His guidance in 
humility and resignation. He has 
strongly attracted her heart to His 
Service, and yet showed her the 
difficulties too, while giving her 
strength of character that is clear- 
ly more than human—a Grace of 
God. 


I know that in your inmost heart 
you are as happy as can be to real- 
ize that God has deigned to favor 
you by calling your daughter to be 
His very Own, to serve Him in a 
more intimate way in purity and 
sweetness and love. How often I 
have heard mothers say how happy 
they would be if God called one of 
their daughters to serve Him!

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The following excerpts taken 
from the August issue of Cath- 
olic Action will answer many 
questions which have been ask- 
ed about the Conference: 

The Catholic Conference on 
Industrial Problems was organ- 
ized on the initiative of the So- 


cial Action Department of the 


National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference in Christmas week, 1922. 
It was launched in the presence 
of labor leaders, employers, 
economists, and those equipped 
in Catholic social teaching, who 
were called together to estab- 
lish an organization of Catho- 
lics for the study and under- 
standing of industrial problems 
in the light of Catholic teach- 
ing. The great need was seen 
for the dissemination of Catho- 
lic teaching on industrial ques- 
tions and the conviction was 
strong that Catholic principles, 
put into operation, would pro- 
duce and maintain economic jus- 
tice and peace. 


The Catholic Conference on 
Industrial Problems came into 
being to open the way for trans- 
lating the word and the prin- 
ciple of Catholic social teaching 
into living knowledge of how 
the teaching is to be applied to 
the United States. 

The organization pledged it- 
self explicitly to take no vote 
on questions of industrial policy. 


Jt has adhered strictly to this 


ruling. The procedure followed 
at the conference calls for open 
discussion. The whole scheme 
is entirely one of education— 
the bringing together of facts 
and Catholic social teaching as 
a unified foundation for con- 
structive individual conclusions. 
Employer and worker meet on 
common ground and_ discuss 
their experiences and _  view- 
points with frankness and free- 
dom in the presence always and 
with the help of the industrial 
program as set forth in the 
great encyclicals, the Rerum 
Novarum and the more recent 
Quadragesimo Anno, and under 
the aegis of a Catholic meeting. 


During the time the confer- 
ence has been in existence, al- 
though nearly the whole range 
of American industrial life and 
of Catholic teaching in applica- 
tion to it has been covered, the 
programs have centered in re- 
current and permanent ills. 


Non-Catholics in large num- 
ber have attended and have par- 
ticipated in the program and 
joined freely in the discussions, 
and at the end have expressed 
their appreciation of Catholic 
social philosophy and their feel- 
ing that they had contributed to 
a good cause. 


Judging from the _ interest 
manifest in its sessions and in 
its literature, the conference is 
deepening among Catholic and 
among others a realization of 
and it is fa- 
miliarizing them with the teach- 


-ing of the 1919 Pastoral Letter 


of Archbishops and Bishops of 
the United States, The Bishops’ 
Program of Reconstruction, 
Leo XIII’s The Condition of 
Labor and Pius XI’s 
structing the Social Order. Re- 
ports of the conferences and 
particular addresses are printed. 
These and other literature, in- 
cluding thousands of copies of 
the encyclicals mentioned, have 
been widely distributed. 


At the closing session of the 
recent conference in Los An- 
geles the chairman, a distin- 
guished Catholic layman, said:

In conclusion the 
Archbishop bade a farewell to the 
late Senator as “the fearless friend 
of justice and of truth.” 

When the Senate chamber was 
thrown open the metal casket con- 
taining the remains of Senator 
Walsh rested just before the ros- 
trum. A lighted candle stood at 
each corner of the casket, and a 
crucifix at the head. A_ single 
floral piece was on the coffin, while 
others were arranged on the lower 
level of the rostrum. 

Senators entered the room. Vice- 
President Garner took his chair 
and rapped for order. The roll of 
the Senate was called and a quorum 
was reported. Senator Robinson of 
Arkansas moved a fifteen-minute 
recess, and almost at once the re- 
served places on the Senate floor 
began to be filled. 

First came the heads of diplo- 
matic missions to the United 
States, entering the chamber from 
the right and assuming positions 
that formed a semi-circle to the 
right of the rostrum. The mem- 
bers of the United States Supreme 
Court, headed by Chief Justice 
Hughes, entered next from the 
rear of the Senate chamber. A 
special Senate Committee for the 
funeral entered in a body, and high 
officers representing the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard assumed a position near the 
Vice-President’s chair. .The rela- 
tives and close personal friends of 
Senator Walsh entered next. 

President Roosevelt entered the 
Senate chamber on the arm of his 
son, and was followed closely by 
the members of his Cabinet. 

When all the groups were in 
place, Archbishop Curley entered 
from the rear of the Senate cham- 
ber, accompanied by Bishop Mc- 
Namara, the monsignori and the 
priests, and preceded by a vested 
choir and by altar boys carrying 
lighted candles and a crucifix. Dr. 
ZeBarney T. Phillips, an Episco- 
palian minister and chaplain of the 
Senate, accompanied the group.

— Thrift was 
exalted in an address by Pope Pius 
in which he expressed confidence 
this year would see the end of the 
universal crisis. Speaking to 600 
clerks of savings banks in the Pro- 
vince of Lombardy, he said: 
“Saving includes a sum of gen- 
eral elements centering in vigorous 
work to provide for the present 
and future. For this it is necessary 
to employ another element, that is, 
exercise of one of the cardinal vir- 
tues, temperance of life, which 
means the control of oneself, a 
temperance moderated by prudence 
so that it be not excessive and de- 
generate into avarice. 


“Thrift demands that one pro- 
vide a margin of living without 
rendering oneself miserable. It is 
a virtue essentially Christian which 
requires a certain force of self-de- 
nial and some spirit of mortification 
and penitence. Life always has a 
need of thrift.” 


Speaking of the Holy Year, the 
Pope said the intention was that it 
be a year of redemption of sin and 
reorganization of Christian life 
with exact fulfillment of duties, in- 
crease of wealth, virtues and good 
works,

Brooklyn To War 
On Obscene Books 
BROOKLYN, N. Y. — A drive 
against the sale or renting of ob- 
scene books by bookshops and cir- 
culating libraries will be carried on 
throughout Brooklyn, District At- 
torney Geoghan has announced. 
Mrs. Thomas A. McGoldrick. repre- 
senting the Federation of Catholic 
Alumnae, who has supplied much 
of the evidence that will serve as 
a basis for raids. 
Mr. Geoghan, following a long 
conference with Mrs. McGoldrick, 
announced he was convinced that 


‘Mrs. McGoldrick’s 
list” were sold in, violation of the 
‘obscenity laws. Two lawyers, he 
| said, had studied each book at Mrs. 
'McGoldrick’s request and found all 
'violated the law. 

“The purpose of the conference 
to be held with Inspector Sweeney,” 
|'Mr. Geoghan said, “is to determine 


‘how we shall go about preventing 


‘the sale of such books. The first 
move will be to have a quiet sur- 
vey made by the police of each 
precinct of the book shops and cir-

‘Pope Restricts 
Church Parades 

VATICAN CITY. — Rigorous 
rules regarding religious proces- 
sions in the Rome diocese so that 
“abuses, if any, may be extirpated 
and the processions conducted in 
an orderly fashion with modesty 
and reverence” were recently issued 
by Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani, 
Pope Pius’ Vicar General. 

Since the Rome diocese is the 
mother diocese of the Roman Cath- 
olie Church, the Cardinal’s regula- 
tions may eventually be copied in 
all dioceses, including the United 
States. 

Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani 
forbids all processions outside 
churches unless his consent has 
been obtained through a written 
Tequest thirty days previously. 
‘The parish priest must indicate 
the motive of the procession, the 
images, statues and relics to be 
carried and what clergy and laity 
will participate. 

“If, for whatever reason, orderly 
functioning of the procession can- 
not be assured, it is better to ab- 
‘stain therefrom or at least limit it 
to the interior of the church,” the 
‘Vicar General concludes.
